The building of the Baltimore and Olio Railroad

vave a new iwpetus to the business prosperity and

progress at Rockville, and in 1860 it was incor-
porated by the General Assembly and raised to the
dignity of a city. As the records of the corporation
prior to 1864 have been destroyed, it is therefore im-
pussible to give the officers during that period.

The principal officers of Rockville from 186+ to
1881 have becn as follows:

Rockville boasts no less than three exeellent local
journals,—the Moutgomery Advocatc, the Indepen-
dent Montgomerian, and the Montgomery County
Sentinel. -

The Advocate was established in November, 1872,
by William B. Green, who published it until 1875,
when he sold the paper and office to William Brewer.'
In 1879, Albert J. Almoney beeame associated with
Mr. Brewer in its publication as editor and publisher,
The Advocate is n uneat four-page paper of thirty-
two colummns, edited with unusual ability. Speeial
prominence is given to local news, in the collection of
which it employs an able corps of eorrespoudents in
all scctions of the county. It is a stanch supporter
of the Democratic party. '

The Independent Montgomerian was established
by William B. and Walter O. Green in September,
1880, and on Saturday, Scpt. 10, 1881, it cntered on
its sccond volume. It is a four-page sheet of thirty-
six columns, and its motto, ¢ Partiality to none, justice
to all,” indicates the broud prineiples upon which it
is conducted. It is ably edited, and its columns are
devoted largely to local news from. every part of the
county. W. B. Green was formerly of the Mont-
gomery Advocate. »

The Montgomery County Sentinel was estab-
lished Aug. 11, 1855, by Matthew Fields, sheriff of
the county. In the spring of 1864, Mr. Fields was
arrested by the United States military authoritics,
- and rcleased in June following. During the three
months of his arrest and imprisonment the paper
was not published. George R. Braddock for a short
time was its editor. Mr. Tields died in August,
1871, The paper is still owned by his widow, and is
ably eunducted by her son, William Fields. It is an
excellent local journal, aud a firm advoeate of Demo-

cratic prineiples.

Rockville Journal and Maryland Journal—
The Rockville Journal was in Junuary, 1836, edited
by M. Stewart, who subsequently changed its name
| to the Maryland Journal. In 1855 the Journal was
edited by Mr. Parker, and later muanaged and con-
trolled by Kilgour, Wood & Co., and subsequently,
. by Augel & Gibbs. 1t suspended just belore the late
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and lias served as its president. Tle was one of
tlic incorporators of the town,  While in the mer-
cantile business lie purchasad a tract ol one huu-
dred and six the roud and
fiftv-four acres from Captain O Foole,
lias since superintended, in addition to managing
his other interests.  Later hie bought the place
known as Sunnnit Iall, comprising one hundred
and seventy-three acres, where lie now resides
